‘Uncontested’ Spring Vote 


Election chairman Allan 
Comp estimated 150 stu- 
dents voted in one of SAC’s 
most unenthusiastic mid- 
year elections Wednesday. 


Of the 15 ASB offices up 
for election, only two of- 
fices were disputed. The 
remainder had unopposed 
candidates. 


Running unopposed _ incum- 
bent Dan Weaver secured the 
sophomore presidency, El Don 
editor-in-chief Dave Distel the 
AMS presidency, Nanci Page the 
AWS presidency and Mike Conk- 
lin the freshman presidency. 


Two offices displaying com- 


petition were the office of fresh- 
man vice president and freshman 
secretary-treasurer. They were 
won by Thomas Webber and 
Carol Hanson respectively. 


Other unopposed victors were 
vice-presidential candidates 
Terry Minor, sophomore; Young 
Republican president John Har- 
dy, AMS; and Kathy Freeman, 
AWS. 


Victorious commissioners were 
Lorraine Leahy, assemblies; Car- 
ole Bouchard, publicity; and 
Mary Ellen Moore, social activi- 
ties. 


There were 47 write-in ballots 
cast for the office of commis- 
sioner of athletics, but, Comp 
stated, ‘none of the 33 candi- 


dates written in were eligible.” 
-Many people were surprised 
to find the challenging Mike 
Hirsh not in the running. 
“Hirsh,” Comp announced, ‘‘was 
disqualified last Friday.’’ Hirsh 


_had planned to challenge the in- 


cumbent Ed Rodevich for the 
office of ASB treasurer.

All the winners needed and 
received a majority of votes cast 
for the office for which they 
were running.

and Placentia Unified District, is 
expected Feb. 7. A final pro- 
posal then would be sent to the 
State Board of Education for 
sanction. 

This new merger was based on 
the unqualified endorsement of 
the 1960 Allen-Briscoe junior 
college study, which recommend- 
ed the establishment of a north- 
ern, central and southern junior 
college district. : 

Santa Ana, Orange and Tustin 
would embrace the central area. 
Laguna Beach, Garden Grove 
and San Juan Capistrano will 
join the Orange Coast district in 
the south. 

Dr. Johnson said this first ac- 
tion cn the Allen-Briscoe recom- 


mendation should speed up action 
for a central district. Yet despite 
nearly three years of negotia- 
tions and study, there has been 
no action on the proposed ex- 
pansions. 

Spokesmen for the Santa Ana 
and Orange Districts are School 
Superintendents Glenn Tabor 
and Harold Kibbey, respectively. 

Tabor said several meetings 
had been held, adding, ‘‘We are 
willing to talk but must wait un- 
til the other districts make up 
their minds where they are go- 
ing.”’ 

His reference is to the “fly 
in the ointment” created by the 
request from Tustin and Laguna, 
completing studies with San Juan 


Capistrano to determine if a 
small coastal district is more 
feasible than joining an existing 
college district. 


Kibbey said his board was 
awaiting further study, noting 
SAC’s master plan, which gets 
off the ground this month. 


John “Sky” Dunlap, assistant 
to the president, said the trend 
in junior colleges is for them to 
be self-governed by their own 
boards of trustees, 


Under the proposal made by 
SAC to Orange and Tustin, the 
existing campus at 17th and Bris- 
tol Sts. would be retained with- 
out cost by the expanded dis- 
trict. Santa Ana would assume all 


bonded indebtedness and a second 
campus would be developed later 
in the Orange-Tustin area when 
enrollment warrented the expan- 
sion. 


Northern District trustees, in 
deciding the merger, emphasized 
‘“‘We must remember that time is 
of the essence and we should be 
pushing ahead at every opportun- 
ity.” 


Purpose of the consolidation is 
a state legislature mandate re- 
quiring all high school districts 
to plan combination with a jun- 
ior college district by 1964. In- 
siders say, however, it is not 


presently spelled out how this 
law will be enforced: 


Student Council threw the student out. of student 
‘ government this week. pa Sr 
Running ona two meeting “‘losing streak,” council 
has made “rudeness” a keyword for the conduct of its 
meetings. The council’s recent action is the most appall- 
ing misuse of power witnessed in recent SAC: history. 
Council commenced its downward slide on Dec. 18 
when it threw all students out of the meeting for a 20 


minute period. State Deputy Atty. General Ben McKesson 
told El Don this was a “damn poor practice.” 

During the closed period, council discussed and 
actually transferred student. funds, without allowing in- 
terested students to be present. According to the student 
council minutes of the meeting: “the $6.15 profit made 
by the illegal sale ‘of Freshman Class megaphones be 
transferred to the ASB Reserve Fund.” Z 

This action, in keeping from the Freshman Class the 
fact that its money was misused through illegal sales by 
its officers, is a violation of the rights of the students. 
Since the officers should’ be responsible to their con- 
stituents, the constituents have a right to know when the 
officers succeed or fail. 

Also discussed during the closed session, according 
to the minutes, was a motion to accept the Islandia Hotel 
for a retreat. Even though this was passed, students don’t 
know if their money is being spent by the council and if 
so for what reason at the retreat. . ar 

To halt any further occurrences of the council’s fla- 
grant violation of student rights, John Hardy and Mike 
Hirsh authored an amendment to the ASB Constitution 
outlawing closed meetings. 

When they appeared at Tuesday’s meeting, Student 
Council refused to recognize the waving hands of the pair 
as they railroaded the adjournment of the meeting 
through the vote. 

Student Council opened the school year urging in- 
terested students to participate in their government. Now 
Council opens the calendar year flaunting students who 
want to participate.
